Fight Thursday Was Hot While

SIBERIAN ROAD IS IN BAD SHAPE. 


Mikado's Squadron Which Disappeared 


.From Port Arthur Has Not Since 


Been Located-*War News. 


St. Petersburg, March 12.—During 


Thursday's bombardment of Pert Ar- 
thur, &ays a dispatch received this aft- 
ernoon, the new town sustained the 
greatest damage. 
A -lawyer named 


Sidorsld, a woman and a . Chinaman 
were killed and several Chinese were 
wounded. General Stoessel and his 
staff were sprinkled with shell splin- 


, ters, but" received no injury. A Japan- 


ese ironclad, according-to the dispatch, 
was struck by a Russian shell and was 
seen to draw slowly out of range as 
though crippled. 


A report received later today states 


that during the bombardment a shell 
burst eight yards from the housedog 
Colonel BaWffWalfk; injuring his wife 
and decapitating his daughter, both of 
\ wfiom wer,e in the "house. 


ing. Another report, which comes from 
various points, and which poiutls to the 
immediate investment of Port Arthxir, 
is to the effect that a considerable Jap- 
anese force has been landed some- 
where.to the rear of Port Arthur and 
is marching on the citiy. Where this 
landing occurred is not stated, but it 
is believed that if actually accomplish- 
ed, that tbe forces reached shore in the 
vicinity of Pigeon bay. 


Reports of the Situation in Northern 


Korea are sensational as indicating 
that the Russian forces have begun a 
retreat into Manchuria. 
A dispatch 


sent from Seoul, Korea, states that a 
report has reached there that the Rus- 
sians have set fire to "W'iju and have 
retreated across the Talu. Statements 
hat the plan of the Russian 
officers 


vas to, withdraw further into Man- 
churian. territory and there await, the 
laps have been circulated for several 
lays past and the probability that the 
Japanese were landing and working 
over into the country to cut off com- 
munication- between the Yalu river 
'orce and the Russian headquarters at 
Mukden and Harbin has quite possibly 
hurried the contemplated retreat. > 


The Times this morning published 


an article by its military expert which 
s interesting. He makes, at the out- 
set, the following surprising state- 
ment: 


"It is thought that Hie main army of 


Japan is still in Japanese ports, its on- 
set being deferred by dread of the Rus- 
sian fleets. It is suggested that the 
Vladivostok cruisers put to sea two 
days before Admiral Kamimara reach- 
ed the fortress and we are asked to 
believe that Retvizan and the Czare- 
ivitch again afloat and almost ready 
for service. It is evident that Admiral 
Kamimara is as ignorant-of the where- 
abouts of the Vladivostok cruisers as 
we in London. .Until they are located 
it may be that the main body of the 
armadaJ£iU-«Lol_3et sail natfaaut .A 


ROAD IN BAD SHAPE. 


St. Petersburg, March 12.—The chief 


inspector of the-trans-Siberian railway 
reports that the line is in bad condi- 
tion. The trackmen are neglecting 
their duties. Snow is allowed to accu- 
mulate and landslides are threatened 
at various places. 


Other reports reveal the fact that a 


famine is threatened at Tomsk Chita, 
Vereholioski and all intermediate vil- 
lages along the line, due to the stop- 
page of ordinary traffic to allow for 
the transportation of troops. Food at 
these places has reached prohibitive 
prices and a complete exhaustion of 
the supply is in sight, unless some re- 
lief is speedily given. 


THE SITUATION TODAY. 


London, March 12.—The opposing 


fleets at Port Arthur again occupy the 
center of the stage in the far Eastern 
drama today. The torpedo fight, which 
resulted in the sinking of a vessel oa 
each side, followed by a bombardment 
of the land forts by the Japanese fleet 
on Thursday afternoon, is generally 
believed to have been tbe initiation of 
the final and determined attack on the 
part of the Japs to reduce the port Ad 
miral Togo, evidently realizing that the 
longer he delays the attack, just so 
much harder will the fight be, as time 
will be given the Russian vessels to re- 
cover from previous damages, lias tak- 
en a position near the harbor and aa- 
val experts beJieve^wiH not depart or 
desist from his attacks until either 
Port Arthur has fallen, or the Japan- 
ese fleet has been so hopelessly crip- 
pled that farther Sgbting would be 
useless. 


There is no questioning the fact t 


the fight on Thursday was a terrific 
one wbI3e it Jastes, and that consider 
aWe damage was done on both sides 
As to the exact extent of this damage 
so far as <he Jars are concerned, rc- 
l>orts vary. It is knowr. that one tor- 
pedo boat was put out of*commission 
but beyond this there is nothing offi 
ciaL One report lias it that a cnitecj 
was damaged by a shell from the lam 
fortresses and was so crippled tha- 
i-he with difficulty crawled out of ran 
of the Russian guns.

Seoul, Korea, March 12.—It is to- 


day reported here that the Russians 
have set fire to the town of AViju, on 
the Korean Side of the Yalu river, and 
have retreated across the river into 
Manchuria. 
Complete Russian evacu- 


ation, according to the report, is'pro- 
ceeding, due to the Japanese advance 
toward the north. A cavalry skirmish 
occurred at' Kasan, near Tai 
San.

London, March 12.—The Port Ar- 


thur correspondent of the

turned. • Yesterday morning, he says, 
the Russian squadron proceeded to 
sea, returning in the afternoon with- 
out sighting the enemy.

This is an altogether mistaken idea. 
The Republican machine at present is 
not particularly 
interested in either 


of these distinguished gentlemen. The 
demand for the Charman bill comes 
primarily from the political necessi- 
ties of Boss Cox in Cincinnati. If 
present conditions were to prevail 
very long in Cincinnati and Hamilton 
county both would soon Be Democrat- 
ic. The Democratic i>arty was never 
in better condition to make a winning 
light in Cincinnati than now. Cox 
knows this and dreads the 
issue. 


With Cincinnati lost to him his power 
in the Republican party would be ut- 
terly broken.

We must first cast aside all preju- 


dice against music as an art—and rec- 
ognize it as co-equal with the other 
arts—Poetry, Painting, Sculpture, Ar- 
chitecture. Less material than 
the 


two last and less definite than the 
first, being of the absolute rather than 
the concrete, and-, yet dealing 
more 


fully with the intellect and emotions 
than any of- the!? preceding, It is 
strange that its influence should be so 
understood. 
-We teacht our children 


music in the schools,-.we cultivate it 
in the home, we use. it in. our mo- 
ments of religious exaltations (in the 
church) as the most fitting expres- 
sion of our spiritual ilongings—and yet 
as an art we rank it as the lowest and 
forbid it our children as a profession. 
But what is the cause of this erron- 
eous estimate? Our ideals are false, 
made so by our association with the 
poorest music, music that receives 
more than it merits when it is placefi 
on a level with the ten cent novel. 
Such music has its place as the food 
of a dwarfed and uneducated (or de- 
generate) mentality; but let us shun 
trashy music as we do trashy litera- 
ture, and turn to that which is ideal 
in its tendency to refine the sensibili- 
ties and create a more cultured atjmos- 
phere.

good music; 
that is, by association
